Cuyler by his own testimony before 


the Railroad Labor Board knows nothing 
whatever about the practical operation 
of railroads; but he 'holds the greatest 
number of bank directorships of any man 
in the United States, He is a director of 
the Pennsylvania and other lines, and 
Chairman of the Road Committee of the 
Pennsylvania, the committee which pre- 
scribes the labor policies of 'Chat road. 
Cuyler is also Chairman of the Railway 
Executives Association of 101 railroads, 
and chairman of the Standing Committee 
of 27 of the Executives Association, 
which committee lie also appointed. From 
this Standing Committee Cuyler ap- 
pointed a Labor Committee of 11. With 
W. W. Atterbury, his subordinate on the 
Pennsylvania Road Committee, he defeat- 
ed a resolution, carried twice in the Labor 
Committee, for national boards of labor 
adjustment, as provided for in the Esch- 
Cummins Transportation Act. 


When the question of continuing na- 


tional agreements was referred to the 
Railroad Labor Board, the Railway Exe- 
cutives Association, of which Cuyler is 
chairman, ordered their Management 
Committee to demand abrogation of al 
agreements, which the Board refused to 
g'-int. Cuyler then requested all the 101

•nd its demand, and Cuyler dictated the

MAKING OTHER PEOPLE WORK 


A 


DOLLAR in my pocket is of use to me 
only because sooner or later I buy some- 


thine with it. I may use some one's service, 
like that of a lawyer, carpenter or doctor, in 
that case I decide— up to ten dollars' worth- 
what some one shall do. Or I may buy a thing, 
like a coat, cigar, or book. In that case I de- 
cide— again up to ten dollars' worth— what 
sort of thing some one shall make or bring to 
me 
In the first case I determine directly, in 


the second case indirectly, what other people 
shall do. In both cases, the way I spend my 


determines how other people spend their 


effort and time. 


Simple as this principle is, it goes to the bot- 


tom of our economic life. There are of course 
some other ways in which I can make people 
work as I decide. As a government official, or 
even by my vote as a citizen, I may determine 
what others shall do. As a friend, I can get a 
good deal done for me by request. But the out- 
standing method by which I determine what 
other people shall do, is to spend my money for 
their work or the results of their .work. 


The more money I have to spend, then, the 


more power I have to command the direction of 
other people's work. This is what is meant by 
"demand" in the economic system. Demand is 
not just wanting a thing. It is wanting a thing 
and having money enough to buy it. Desire an< 
purchasing power have to be combined before 
there is "demand." 
I saw a man this morning 


who had just had his overcoat stolen from his 
room in a theological seminary, and who was 
demanding of a. seminary official that the semi- 
nary buy him another coat; but this was no 
"demand" in the business sense. li he had 
money enough to buy a coat, and wanted to 
spend the money for a coat, that would be de 
mand. Unfortunately he hasn't. 


• There will be plenty of men this winter need 
ing overcoats, nnd plenty of men quite cage: 
to go to work making overcoats, yet there ma> 
be very little "demand" for overcoats. 
It is 


funny how purchasing power does not alway^ 
match up with need. 


If I have a thousand dollars to spend in 


year, and another 
man a million, he has 


thousand times the power I have to decide wha- 
other people shall work at. (In fact he has far 
more than that, for that million will give him 
not only that much more purchasing power in 
the system, but in addition more control of the 
system. But let it go at that.) Now if he has 
a thousand times the purchasing power that I 
have, he will not spend it on the same kind of 
things that I get, only a thousand times as 
many; he will spend it on things that are needed 
less. If 1 get two suits, he will get two thou- 
sand suits. If I eat six chickens; a year, he 
will not eat six thousand. 
He -will spend his 


first thousand a good deal as I do mine; his 
other $999,000 will be spent putting men to 
work at other sorts of things. 


That is the imporatant thing about enormous 


inequalities of income. It is not so much that 
he has more comfort and I have less; that would 
be a small thing in itself. It is that, as a re-
